REPORT. 

Of the committee of Courts of Justice , concerning 
thf. U. S. Rank 

In the House of Representatives, on the \9th of l 
Dec. Mr Breckinridge submitted the following 
report , which was read and laid on the table. \ 
The committee for courts ofjustice. to tvhom 
was referred so much of the message of the Gov- 
ernor as relates to the Rank of the United States, 
submit the following report: 

In regard to the constitutionality of the law es- 
tablishing the Rank, the committee do not feel 
themselves called on to express an opinion, nor! I 
to refer to the dgh authorities which have sane j| 
lioned it, during almost the w hole period of our 
national existence. Neither do they deem it ne- | 
pessary to detail theoppisiti -a it has encounter- 
ed The subject does not fall properly within | 
theirpresent duties. M 

So far as they are able to nnderstaml the' 
charges of the Governor, they amount substan- 
tially to these • 1st That the BauU ofthe Uni-, 
ted States has, through it branches located in 
this state, and its friends in and out of it, carried 
on a systematic attack, for a series of years »- 
gainst the sovereignty ami rights ofthisComm-n- 
wealth. 2d, That the said Rank and its friends, 
have succeeded in controlling the decisions of our 
appellate court and the supreme court of;the na- 
tion. 3d, That the branches oi that Bank loca- 
ted in this state, have purchased up the real es- 
tate of our citizens, and tilled it with tenantry; 
and that its wealth is exempt from taxation bv 
this state. ith.That they influence many of our 
elections, by voting through Iheir numerous offi- 
cers, tenants and dependants. 

in regard to the first of these cha ges, he has, 
in his message communicated on the 14th inst 
endorsed "Message 2v,” which has also been re- , 
ferret! to this committee, exceedingly narrowed! 
its limits. The charge is couched in the broad- 
est and most unguarded terms. The specifica-[j 
tions are about these ; That our Court ol Ap- 1 
peals has acknowledged it it c ell hound by the 
decision of the supreme court of the nation, as to 
the constitutionality of the act of out G > ncral As- 
sembly taxiug the Rank of the United Stales in 
its corporate rights; that in 1 820, attacks were 
made tty counsel in several cases in the United 
States Circuit Court for the Kentucky District, 
on our replevin. system, which were afterwards 
successfully renewed against the ‘two years’ re- 
plevy law, in tire cases of Lapslty vs. tirasbear, 
and Blair vs Williams, in our stale courts, and ’ 
the case of Wavtnan anil Clark vs. Southard and 
Starr, in the Federal court; that in the case ol the 
Bank of the United States vs. Halstead &c. the 
constitutionality ol our valuation law was attack- 
ed. It is also stated, that in the case ot the Rank 
vs. January, Henry Clay called in question our 
statute abolishing imprisonment lor debt. ]\o 
further notice, is apparently taken of this case, 
than what was necessary to assail that illustrious 
citizen, and hold him up to the derision of the 
state, as the friend of the Bank, and its pension- 
ed agent in the destruction of our tree institu- 
tious. 

Touching the tirst specification, we admit, as! 
stated, that onr appellate court decided, in the 
Case of the Commonw ealth v». orrison, that 
the law establishing the Bank was nnconstitfi ; 
tional; that our act of assembly taxing the Batik! 
was unconstitutional ; hut that the supreme court! 
of the nation having settled the ca>* otherwise, j 
that decision was binding on our state court. In 
this last point, which is the one in. mediately at', 
issue, the committee are clearly ot opinion that 
our Court of Appeals decided correctly In ar-l! 
tide 3, section 2, of the Fe- era! com i u t ion, it: 
is provided, that ‘ the judicial powersha ■ extend j 
to all cases arising under the constilul.oii, the 
laws of the United States” &.o in the act ul Con- | 
gress passed in 1789, called the Judiciary Act, j 
section 2a, it is provided, among other cases spo j 
citied that a final, judgment or decree ofthe' 1 
highest court of a state, where i> drawn m ques-j| 
tion the validity ofa statute ofthe United Stales, | 
and decided against its validity, may he re-ex j 
nmined and reversed orarffirmed by the Supreme,] 
Court of the United States. Thi» was n case| 
precisely embraced bv both of the above provts ; 
ions, and seems to have been so unanimously held i 
by the whole bench, including Mr Justice Row-j! 
an. Our supreme court was as to this case, aulj 
inferior court; and unless we are prepated to sen j 
every court in the land, both State and National, 
erect itself into a petti independent *av'ere gnty,!j 
we must admit the right ofthe court in the last]! 
resort, to control the decisions and acts of all 
those subordinate to it, in all "asrs which ranjl 
come lawfully before it. Such is the doctrine of (I 
reason and all our constitution' ; any other is sub j 
versiveofall propriety and order, and must end!;

of the people of Kentucky, as their more imme- 
diate local authoritses. They are not less inter- 
ested in the existence of the one than the other. 
It becomes, therefore a snldert ofthe most earn- 
est and solemn inquiry, how far it snotild he a 
matter for Executive congratulation, that those 
whom lie considers onr highest judicial function- 
aries, are prepared and pledged to resist the 
law ful ailmiaistraunn of ournalional justii e. 

So far as attack* titav have been made on out 
retrosnevtive replevin and valuation lares whet er 
by the Bank of tire United States, or by its friends 



or enemies, if they have been made in a proper f 
manner, or before the proper tribunals, it was j 
a right guaranteed to every individual in the na-j 
tion, and every corporation to which our courts! 
are open. It is a right indestructible and inhe-j 
rent in man, and any authority which attempts 
to control it, is naked despotism. Yet the Exec-j 
utiveof this Commonwealth, after officially com-! 
inunicating to the General Assembly that the) 
Bank ofthe United States has systematically wa- 
ged war, for a series of years, on our legislative 
sovereignty , responds, in answer to a call for his] 
superior inform ition, that our citizens have ex - 1 
ercised this sacred right; that our appellate court j 
has refused to disobey the laws and constitution' 
ofthe Republic, and that a system which is the { 
opprobrium of the age, has been called in ques- 
tion in the courts oftne country! This is sport- 
ing with facts and with sense — with this house 
and the country. 

The second charge has necessarily been em- 
braced, to some extent in our observations on 
the first. It would be sufficient, perhaps, to say. 
that there is no solid evidence adduced by his 
excellency, or known to us, which would go to 
show lhat the. Federal oi Slate courts have been 
influenced in any decision .they have given, 
by any other considerations than the facts and 
merits ofthe particular case, and the law arising 
therefrom. When however, we recur to the 
names of counsel, exhibited in the communication 
of his Excellency as maintaining the interests ol 
the Bank and controlling the decis:«ns of the 
courts adverse to the dignity and rights ot this 
Commonwealth, we cannot avoid a little incredu- 
lity. When the late Martin D. Hardin is men- 
tioned as a man who was likely to engage, and ac- 
tually enlisted against the constitutional liberty 
of his country, and leagued with Henry Clay, a- 
gainst the dignity and real interests ofthe s!ate. 
we feel a disposition to smile, which is checked 
only by the reflection, that the gray e of a virtu- 
ous man is too sacred to ho disturbed by the eb- 
ullitions of party rancor. We will here barely 
remark, that we do not perceive the cogency of 
that logic which shows that every one who may 
be interested in the decision of a point ot law, 
whether he be party to the proceedings or net, 
shall be responsible for every thing done therein. 
How the fact that cmr Court of appeals has de- 
cided the two years replevin law to he unconsti- 
tutional, in a case between two individual, goes 
to prove that John Sergeant and Langdon Cheves 
or even the branches ofthe Bank of the United 
States, have corrupted our Judiciary, we are at 
a loss to imagine. If however, it he a fact, it is 
ofa nature more melancholy than his Excellency 
seems to have supposed ; for in this corruption al- 
most every man out of Kentucky, and a consider- 
able majority of those within our State, are be- 
lieved at this moment to concur. 

Notwithstanding the startling array of names 
anil authorities adduced to show the extent anil 
venerableness of the principle of retroactive re- 
plevy laws, which we think may be aptly de- 
nominated the divine right ot governments to 
ruin their people, we are yet incredulous as to its 
value auo legality, ^o far as we have been en- 
abled to ascertain, from a rapid examination it 
will be found that the supreme courts ot most, if 
not all the States, w hich have decided on the 
power ofthe State Legislatures to extend the 
time of the performance of contracts, beyond the 
provisions of the instruments themselves, and 
render that .‘Tension retroactive in its operation 
have settled the question as our court did Among 
this number, aie courts of Vermont, North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Missouri, Illinois, Mississippi, 
anil Ohio. Indeed some thing very like opposi- 
tion to the exercise ct this ruinous power, is found 
in cur own annals, at a period earlier than the 
Governor has thought fit to designate. A reper- 
usal of the objections of Governor Scott to the 
occupying claimant law of 181 1, will show this 
fact to Ins Excellency. We allude of course, to 
that part of those objections w htch relate to the 
nature and obligation of private contracts.’ Sim- 
ilar doctrines are believed to have been advoca- 
ted by Mr. Rowan, in opposition to the twelve 
month's replevy law of 1814; and by Governor 
Slaughter, in hisobjectious to the sixty days’ stop 
law ol .819. But to go still higher up, and to 
take an aulho'ity triumphantly hut unadvisedly, 
citeil by the Governor himself there is a letter 
recently printed, dated in 1786, in which a very 
st i iking- view ot th s subject, is taken, and the 
principles here maintained, vveli supported by 
the late John Breckinridge Indeed, so far as is 
known to this committee, no court in the last re- 
sort has settled this doctrine other w isc than as our 
own has settled it. 

Your committee have no knowledge that the 
Bank of the L niteo States had any agency in this 
matter It does not sue in otir state tribunals, 
and has never, in tiny case known tons, contested 
the validity of our state laws in them, if we ex- 
cept the case ol the Commonwealth vs Morrison, 
noticed above. 

The influence ofthe Bank over the Federal 
courts is directly charged. The proof is before 
this house, and is not of such a nature, in the opin- 
ion ofthe committee, as to warrant even a suspi- 
cion that the charge is true. 

With a i iew to ascertain as minutely as possi- 
ble. the state of farts connected with the third 
charge, letters were addressed by the acting 
chairman of this committee, to Messrs Harper 
and Shippen, Cashiers ofthe Lexington and Louis-

The statement ofthe Auditor, marked E annex- 
ed hereto, shows that the State tax on the real 
'estate of the Bank, is paid up to a recent date, 
j The agent states, that it is his duty to list and 
pay the taxes on this property, and that he reg- 
■ulatly performs this ditty. He states further, 
Tliat in every instance where any property ol the 
t Bank is located in every town, the town tax is 
regularly paid. 

This might perhaps seem sufficient to show 
that his Excellency was mistaken as to the fact 
j that the property of the Bank is not subject to 
i taxation, and actually taxed by this state. To 
put the matter at rest, we beg leave to reler to 
jthe decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
, States, in the case of Osborne vs. the Bank ofthe 
I United States, oth. Wheaton, page 867, where 
ithecmut expresssly recognizes the right of the 
iSlate to lax local properly ofthe Bank. If, how- 
lever, it should be supposed lhat his Eexceliency 
■had reference only to the stock of the Rank, it 
may be answered, that while that interpretation 
is far too narrow for the terms made use of it is 
[rendeted disrespectful to the knowledge of the 
Executive, by supposing he was not aware ot the 
•existence of a law of this state, approved by him 
jSelfon the 12th of January 1825, taxing the slock 
i of this very bank.

|l The legislature council of Florida, in Decem- 
ber last, passed an act, appointing commissioners 
j to examine, and report on, the expediency of 
[ Cutting a canfil across the Peninsula of Florida, 
'and thus to connect the waters ofthe Gulf of 
{ Mexico with those ofthe Atlantic. T o perform 
this duty', three gentlemen were appointed, one 
of whom -Col. James Gadsden — was formerly 
' a distinguished officer of the United States army, 
land having graduated at West Point, it is pre- 
sumed. is well versed in the elements ol civil en- 
gineering. 

j Preliminary to the discharge of this duty, (he 
[commissioners have forwarded a memorial to 
Congress, which was presented to the Senate by 
i Mr. iiayue ol South Carolina, in w hich they in- 
timate a readiness to enter upon the indicated 
survey or examination, but deem it essential to 
its successful execution, that they should be ai- 
ded by skilful engineers appointed hy the United 
States. 

With a view to the full attainment of the ob- 
jects of the proposed canal, it is thought that it 
should be made sufficiently capacious to admit 
the passage of ships of war, as well as for the 
(navigation of Merchant vessels. If the work he 
executed at all, it ought certainly to embrace 
both these objects. The passage around the 
capesof Florida, and through the Caribbean sea, 
(independent ol itk circuity, is eminently pertlons, 
on account of the dangers to navigation, which 
arise both from the shoals which abound along 
them, and the facilities afforded to the. depreda- 
tions ot piracy. From these causes, onr com- 
merce has incurred immense loss. Along this 
part of the coast, vessels, richly freighted with 
valuable cargoes, have been, peculiarly, the vie 
tims of the elements, and of Ihe lawless cupidity 
of man; here was laid the scene of a large pro- 
portion of those wrecks, and piratical captures, 
attended with the most distressing and atrocious 
circumstances, which, of late years and in that 
quarter, have signalized our commercial annals. 
These liabilities to destruction, arising from ei- 
ther of those causes, will he in a greater measure 
— ifnot entirely — obviated iiy the proposed ca- 
nal; the vehicles of commerce might sail through 
it, distant from the haunts, and accessible to the 
attacks, ofthe outlaws ofthe deep, while the se- 
verest gale might play and wanton in their can- 
vass. w ithout producing any other consequences 
than giving additional celerity and expedition to 
their movements. 

By cutting the canal large enough for the pas- 
sage of ships of w ar, great advantages would, 
likew ise, result. The natural channels of the 
Gulfof Mexico are commanded by the Havnnna. 
This w ould give to an enemy, in league with the 
authorities of that place, or in possession of it, 
the decided advantage, in a naval contest it would 
not only enable him to prevent the junction of re- 
mforcements with our squadron in tl e gulf, hut to 
sweep ourcommerce from its bosom. This arti- 
ficial channel, running through our own territory, 
would, in a great measure obviate an inconven- 
ience »o serious, and which in the emergency of 
war. mightbe attended with such disastrous con- 
sequences 

The distance across the isthmus is computed 
to be about eighty miles; in the direction of the 
proposed canal, are lakes and rivers, through 
the channels of which, with a little clearing ves- 
sels might pass, leaving only about tv euty-three 
miles, which will require excavation. The fa- 
cilities afforded hy nature, are so great, that lit- 
tle difficulty will lie encountered in the execution 
ofthe work. The gnlf of Mexico is said to he 
(higher than the Atlantic, and sufficient water, 
;for feeders, can be had, from the lakes and riv- 
ers, which abound along the route. The -coun- 
try is generally level ; there are no intervening 
lulls of considerable elevation, nor rallies of riv- 
ersofany magnitude, to pass; such being the fact, 
little more will he required than mere excava- 
tion and guard locks. Gov. Clinton, in a letter 
on this subject, gives it as his opinion, that when 
the survey is completed, and (he line run. the im- 
mediate increase in the value of public lands, a- 
long the route, will cover the entire expenses of 
the canal. 

In regard to the power of congress, to act u- 
jpon this subject, ‘the usual objection, that it tren- 
:ches upon stale rights, cannot apply The ca- 
nal is to be exclusively, within the limits ofa 
territorial got eminent, o\ er which congress lias 
peculiar jurisdiction Besides, it is more inti- 
mately connected with commerce, and will bet- 
ter conduce to the. celerity or military opera- 
tions, than any work of the kind within the lim- 
its of the United States. : 

In the accomplishment of this work are invol- 
Ived, in a greater or less degre’e, the interests of 
Jthe whole commercial world, with which we have 
any intercourse. The states of this anion, gen- 
erally, and the western states particularly, are 
! vitally interested m shortening the passage be- 
tween the mouth of the Mississippi and lire At- 
lantic seaports. This is not the lesst important 
1 of (he advantages above detailed, which will 
Iflow from the canal. By producing greater des- 
j patch in the performance of voyages, freight will 
lie reduced, while the diminished chances df 
wreck or capture will lessen insurance. 

It is to he hoped thht a wo*' . «n national in its 
character, and of which the probable advantages 
are so incalculably great, if it be within tl e con- 
stitutional powors of Congress, will be underta- 
ken and prosecuted to successful completion.

Mr. McManus laid on the table the following: 

/ieso/recV/Phat inasmuch as the People of these 
United States are subject to two distinct Govern- 
ments. and their laws, (the one State and the oth- 
er National) and are citizens of and owe allegi- 
ance to. each Government- tliev have tbe same 
equal and just right to elect, by their individual 
votes, the President and N ice President of thej 
Union, that they have lo elect the Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor of tneir respective States, 
and w hic'i right is exercised by the citizens of ev- 
en State. 

Resolved , therefore , That tbe Constitution of j 
i t h** United Stales ought to be so attended and al- 
tered as to permit the citizens themselves, in 
stead of electors to elect by ballot such chief of- 
ficers of the General Government; and for that 
purpose, that an election Ik* held on a day certain, 
in every fourth year, throughout the U. States; 
and that a plurality of votes be sufficient for suc h 
election .

W.e will cooclu e these remarks hy hoping 
that the good patriots ol Kentucky ou the approach- 
ing ainm-crsaTy, will unite lo celebrate with due 
respect the birth day ofthe Father of our Country . 

From these Considerations, I would propose that 
there shall be a parade of all the lodepculeut Com- 
panies, l bat eo appropriate oration sl/all be deliv- 
ered, and such oil»ei arrangements made as are 
suitable to the occasion. — In order to do which, a 
committee should he immediately appointed lo 
make arrrngeinents.
